7. ELECTRONIC SIGNAGE ON CENTURY BLVD. 

Verej Janoyan of Department of Transportation gave a presentation on various projects that DOT is 
working on that may impact Century Blvd. including the automated traffic surveillance control system 
(ATSAC), video cameras, and the electronic sign messaging system. Mr. Janoyan explained the 
purpose of a proposed electronic message sign that is proposed for Century Blvd. and showed a picture 
of the sign. 

There was no opposition to installing the sign, however it was requested that DOT change the wording 
on the top of the sign to say LAX / Gateway to LA.
